The town will 
supply drinking water for the stock 
from tite irrigation pipe and would 
mot be responsible for the stock in 
the pasture,

Death To Grasshoppers 
In 1947, hordes of grasshoppers 
invaded the wheatlands of Saskat- 
chewan. They caused serious crop 
losses and left millions of eggs on 
roadsides, ditch banks, field margins 
and in stubble fields, Grasshopper 
forecasts for 1948, prepared by 
Entomologists of the Science Service 
Laboratorics at Lethbridge and 
Saskatoon, indicate that the most 
scrious plague of grasshoppers since 
1940 can be expected in many dis- 
tricts of Western Canada, particu- 
larly in Saskatchewan, this year. 
Infested Arcas. The area in Sask- 
atchewan known to be infested with 
suflicient numbers of gruisshopper 
eggs to constitute a serious threat 
to crops this spring, extends from 
North Battleford southward to the 
United States boundary, and from 
the Alberta border eastward to a 
line through @Wynyard, Regina, 
Esteyan and Weyburn. Fortunately, 
in Manitoba and Alberta, heavy 
grasshopper infestations are confined 
to_a few relatively small greas in 
the southern portions of these prov- 
inces, A word of warning. Farmers 
in the grasshopper infested areas of 
Western Canada who fail to prepare 
for, and to carry out, an eficctive 
oisoning campaign this spring are 
Fkely to eufler unusually heavy 
crop losses in 1948. @ 
rena iiieerny Control.

Survey Cards Out 


ey 

Forms for the annual June survey 
of crops and live stock are now beiag 
sent to farmers all across the Do- 
minion of Canada, This survey 1s 
undertaken by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics in co-operation with the 
provincial departments of agriculture, 
The statistica] onganizations depend 
on farmers to provide information 
concerning crop acreages live stock 
and poultry numbers and disposition. 
From the returns received estimates 
are made of production for each 
province and for Canada as a whole, 

The information that individual 
farmers provide to the Bureau is kept 
strictly confidential. Farmers, there- 
fore, should not hesitate to make a 
complete and accurate return, The 
farmer is protected by law against 
misuse of his return and his individua] 
tecord is seen only by workers in 
the Dominion and Provincial _ statiati- 
cal offices, Under no circumstances 
can the information on these forma be 
used for taxation purpose of any 
kind. 

Farmers who have been sending in 
reports on this survey in past years 
will notice that the form has been 
changed, We counted the questions. 
There are actually fewer on the aew 
form than on last year’s We agree 
With the statisticians that the new 
|atrangement of questions makes it 
easier for the farmer to answer, 

; Pe co-operation of the farmer in 
providing the basic figures on acréages 
and livestock numbers is essential to 
the success of the survey, Accurate 
estimates cannot be made unless farin- 
er provide the facts about their ins 
dividual farms, It is in the farmer's 
own interest provide these date 
since avcuraté estimates of agricul- 
tural production are required by 
farmer's organizations and related 
agencies as a basis for developing 
sound production and marketing pol- 
jicies. At this particular time Can- 
ada’s share in ‘providing exports under 
the European Recovery Plan is being 
decided. The results of this survey 
will be used, in part, to determine tow 
much of Canada’s agricultural Proe 
duce can be marketed abroad under 
this plan, It is, therefore of nationa} 
importance that each wand every 
Canadian farmer do his utmost to

Last week's debate on external af. 
fairs made it clear to the world that 
Canadians of every political Persuasion 
are united in their aims in world uf. 
fairs. While there is some criticism 
of details in the foreign policy all 
seemed to agree that almost every 
internationa] event had an effect on 
Canada’s interests and prosperity, 

A statement by tie minister that 
there was no threat to the control of 
our own affairs in joint Canadian. 
American defence arrangements was 
welcomed and was accepted by par. 
liament. There are still some at- 
tempts outside parliament, apparently 
inspired by communist sympathizers, 
to create dissension between Canada 
and her neighbor. /The debate on ex- 
ternal affairs indicates the great 
measure of unity that has been 
achieved .in spite of all difficulties 
and differences, 

As the federa] government's labor 
bill is {ntroduced in parliament by 
Hon, Humphrey Mitchell, there 1s 
much interest and discussion in the 
capita) on the labor situation in Qan- 
ada, No country in the world eu- 
joys better industrial relations than 
Canada. For this much credit is 
given to the Minister of Labor and 
loyal uniin leaders.who have had to 
combat subversive activities and 
some union officials who continue to 
use their position for politica, ad- 
vantage. 

The new labor bill meets particular 
Canadian conditions in the Canadian 
way. Inasmuch as nation wide war- 
time controls of labor have been 
restored to the provinces where it 
belongs under our constitution, the 
opens the way for any of the proa-}: 
vinces to enter in agreement with the 
Canadian government to administer 
similar provincial collective bargatn- 
ing, 

The new bill will have jurisdiction 
only over such communications in- 
dustries as railways, inter-provincial 
trucking, «air transportation radio, 
shipping, crown companies, and such 
other industries as “have been de- 
clared for the general advantage of 
Canada or for the advantage of two 


or more provinces.” The bill will 
empower the federal government to 
enter into agreements witty the sev- 


eral province 
tion of provi 


federal administra- 
| legislation with 
respect to any particular industry. In 
certain respects the bil] definitely 
goes a long way toward realizing three 
of labor’s key objectives, viz: 

Providing a proceédure for certi- 
fication of trade unions as barguine 
ing agents. 

Declaring collective agreements to 
be binding upon employers, employees 
and the bargaining agents. 

Rejecting, for certification purpos- 
es, unions dominated or influenced, 
by an employer.

DURING THE PAST YEAR there has been considerable concern over 
the rising cost of living in Canada. Such conditions as now exist were to 
be expected after price controls and other anti-inflation measures, enforced 
during the war, were removed, It was inevitable that these controls should 
be removed, but it is regrettable that the resulting adjustment is proving a 
difficult one for many Canadians. Recently the Family Welfare Division of 
the Canadian Welfare Council made a survey throughout the Dominion of 
the effects of rising living costs on the average Canadian family, and the 
results of this survey show that there is indeed cause for anxiety over some 
aspects of this problem, Although incomes have increased and there is 


little unemployment, it was evident from the report that many families are 


experiencing great difficulty in meeting present price levels.

As a result of this situation, the Welfare Council re- 

Feel A Lack ported, in many cases savings, which had been put aside 
H for emergencies or for use in later years, had been 

Of Security drawn upon to augment the family income at this time. 
The use of these reserves, and inability to continue, any systematic savings 
because of the high cost of living, has given rise to feelings of insecurity 
which are harmful to the welfare of the family, In this connection the re- 


port said in part ‘the never-ending struggle to stretch an inadequate in- 
come to meet basic costs will in time be frustrating to even the most stable 
men and women, increasing family tensions, affecting health and in some

Farmers Dugouts 
By Thousands 


In the 12 years from 1935 to 1947, 
prairie farmers constructed 27,916 
dugouts, Assistance in the cost of 
these dugouts was given by the Do- 
minion Government and = averaged 
$105 each. 

Of the total, 18,338 dugouts were 
completed in Saskatchewan, 8,206 in 
Manitoba, and 1,372 in Alberta. Con- 
struction of dugouts reached its peak 
in the year 1946-47, when 4,945 were 
built. This was a little better than 
one hundred times as many as the 
49 that were built in the 12 months 
of 1935-36, the first period of opera- 
tions under the Prairie Farm Reha- 
hilitation Act. 

A typical dugout to hold a year’s 
supply of water generally measures 
160 feet in length, about 60 feet wide 
at the top and from 10-12 feet in 
depth, The capacity runs between 
350,000 and 390,000 Imperial gallons. 
Allowing for evaporation and seep- 
age, this means an effective capacity 
of 200,000 to 240,000 gallons. 

Dugouts may be excavated by 
horse-drawn, tractor-drawn or heavy 
earth moving equipment. They re- 
quire no engineering skill other than 
careful selection of a site where wa- 
ter is likely to collect from the 
Spring run-off of snow. While the 
usual purpose of the dugout is stock 
watering, it can also be used for 
household purposes and to irrigate 
gardens, 

The widespread use of dugouts on 
prairie farms has greatly improved 
living conditions and helped to solve 
production problems where water 
from wells is either impossible to 
obtain, or unsuitable, or too costly to 
develop, 


Switzerland Worried 
Over Canadian Trade 


OTTAWA. — Little Switzerland is 
worried about her trade with Canada. 

Government sources said the Swiss 
have notified the Canadian Govern- 
ment they are worried about this 
country’s dollar-saving trade restric- 
tions. These were put into effect 
last November and operate against 
the Swiss as well as other countries, 
Switzerland has a favorable balance 
of trade with the Dominion, 

A spokesman here said Canada has 
to pay in “hard” currency—U.S. dol- 


lars or Swiss francs—for what she 
vuys from Switzerland. Because of 
her dwindling hard currency re- 


serves, Canada has had to step down 

her imports from Switzerland. 
“And,” said the spokesman, “the

Anticipates Heavy 
Immigration By Air 


OTTAWA.—A heavy movement of 
immigrants by air to Canada this 
year is certain, Trade Minister Howe 
told the Canadian Press, The move- 
ment would be at least as great as 
last year, 

Mr. Howe said in a statement that 
during the last 12 months TCA has 
carried 11,637 westbound passengers 
across the Atlantic. 

The cabinet has before it sugges- 
tions for machinery to facilitate the 
air movement. The question it must 
decide is whether the Trans-Canada 
Air Lines will remain simply the car- 
rier of the air-borne settlers and 
leave to the immigration offices 
overseas the sole responsibility for 
smoothing the way for the immi- 
grants, 

“We are anxious that at least 50 
per cent. of the immigrants come 


from the United Kingdom,” Mr. 
Howe said, There was no shortage 
of applications from would-be immi- 
grants. 

Recent returns show that the TCA 
now has 16 first class Canadian-built 
planes available for the Trans-At- 
lantic run and one source has esti- 
mated such a fleet cduld bring over 
more than 20,000 immigrants in ad- 
dition to looking after the regular 
traffic.

SASKATOON, Sask. — Important 
milestone in the giant $15-million ir- 
rigation scheme, the St. Mary-Milk 
River development in southern Al- 
berta, was made recently when two 
crews working on the diversion tun- 
nel met in the middle and completed 
the 2,100-foot project. 

When the last six-foot wall was 
blasted out, and the smoke and dust 
cleared away, there were several 
sighs of relief, One emerged from 
Engineer Wally Foss, P.F.R.A. man 
in'charge of the biggest dam project 
yet attempted by Canadians, and the 
other from the contractor who un- 
dertook the big job a year and a half 
ago. The two sections of the tunnel 
lined up almost perfectly, with 
scarcely an inch out either way. 

Soon Completed 

The work of lining the tunnel with 
concrete, started some time ago, will 
be completed this spring, and the 
river water diverted through the 
tunnel, Bed of the river, where the 
big dam is to be located will be 
drained, and the main part of the 
project carried out. 

The diversion tunnel, which will be 
about 20 feet in finished diameter 
after lining, employed an average 
crew of 100 men since October, 1946. 
The irrigation tunnel, now started, 
will be 2,500 feet in length, with 
finished diameter of 17 feet. This 
will carry water from the reservoir 
to the irrigation canal. 

The St. Mary-Milk River project 
when completed will amost double 
the present irrigated area in south- 
ern Alberta, and is the largest proj- 
ect yet undertaken -by P.F.R.A,

on the plants. They grow well on a 
warm and sandy soil which has an 
abundant supply of humus. A heavy 
application of well rotted barnyard 
manure or sweet clover ploughed 
down is excellent, A 50-50 mixture of 
garden soil and w'‘ll rotted manure 
is placed in smal] containers, prefer- 
ably pint siaed ice cream cartong or 
wood veneer bands. The containers 
are set close together in a shallow 
wooden box so that they will not 
break when the soil is watered, and 
three or four seeds are placed in each. 
It is important to have a drainage 
hole at the bottom of each container. 

The plants should be kept in full 
light and at a temperature of 65 to 70 
degrees F. jWatering should be 
thoroughly done once a week in cloudy 
weather, and twice a weck if the 
days are sunny.
